That it 
will have a profound effect in 
those countries rather glibly de- 
scribed as underdeveloped or 
emerging is unquestioned. It is 
a program tailor-made to appeal 
to a country confronted with the 
desperate need to overcome illit- 
eracy and poverty. 


The Communist peoples are in- 
formed by Mr. Khrushchev that 
technology and science will be an 
increasing part of the future. 
Therefore, under subhead “A’”’ of 
his manifesto, we read: ° 


“In the next decade compulsory 
secondary, general and polytech- 
nical eleven-year education is to 
be introduced for ALL (capitals 
mine) children of school age... . 


*‘Secondary education myst fur- 
nish a solid knowledge of the fun- 
damentals of the basic sciences, 
an understanding of the principles 
of the Communist world outlook, 
and labor. and polytechnical train- 
ing in accordance with the rising 
level of science and engineering, 
with due regard to the needs of 
society and the abilities and in- 
clinations of the students. . 


Vocational Training 


“In view of the rapid progress 
of science and engineering, the 
system of industrial and voca- 
tional training should be im- 
proved continuously, so that the 
production skills of those engaged 
in production may go hand in hand 
with their better general educa- 
tidn in the social and natural 
sciences and with acquisition of 
specialized knowledge of engineer- 
ing, agronomy, of medicine and 
other fields. . 


. . There must be a con- 
siderable expansion of the net- 
work of evening schools which 
provide a secondary education in 
off-work hours. . . .”’ 


This is the gist of the Soviet 
school plan. It is, of course, 
geared to produce men and wom- 
en who will best serve Communist 
objectives. 


What about our system? Will 
we not also have an industrial 
future? 

- The key word in the Soviet’s 
plan is ‘‘all.”’ All children will 
be required to take secondary ed- 
ucation. Those whose talents and 
abilities reveal the superior per- 
former will go on to the various 
institutes (colleges) to become 
doctors, scientists, engineers, 
teachers, artists, et cetera. 


Serious Problem 


One of the most serious prob- 
lems of the Kennedy administra- 
tion is to develop a program to 
care for the millions of unem- 
ployed who are the victims of 
neglect in the past decade or so. 
Perhaps 50 per cent of our job- 
less are lacking in skills required 
for today’s jobs. Many are not 
well educated enough to take 
training. 


Yet, we have a Congress which 
has defeated federal aid to edu- 
cation. We have men, themselves 
cogs in local situations, many of 
which are corrupt, who oppose 
federal aid on the false and hypo- 
critical premise that it will weak- 
en local government. 


There are states in the nation 
(and not all are in the South) 
which, for two generations and 
more, have given their children 
second-rate education. The South- 
ern states, which spend the least 
per pupil and pay teachers less, 
continue to try and maintain two 
generally inferior segregated sys- 
tems instead of taking what money 
they have and building the best 
possible one to meet the needs 
of their children. 

There is today a justified con- 
cern with Communist advances. 
But we are fools indeed if we 
blind ourselves to the fact that the 
most successful weapon the Sovi- 
ets have is a system of educa- 
tion which, while slanted toward 
their needs, nonetheless gives to 
ry child a chance at educa-

2,000 Gis 
Diving Into

FT. BRAGG, N.C. (UPI) — The 
10ist Airborne. Division from Ft.

Already in position in the far- 
flung maneuver area in South 
Carolina were elements of the 
famed 82nd Airborne Division of 
Ft. Bragg. The 82nd paratroopers 
swarmed into the war games in 
a mass drop Tuesday. 


Resupplied and reinforced by 
airlift operations, the 82nd reached 
its first. objectives, split the lines 
of the “aggressor” Jacksonian 
Guards from Ft. Jackson, S.C., 
who had overrun Bolucia, and dug 
in to await the assault of the 
10ist Airborne troops.

Two battle groups of the 82nd, 
the 50ist and 503rd occupied first 
objective positions in the southern 
portion of the maneuver area 
stretching from near Camden, 
S.C., to Darlington and the 182nd 
and 325th battle groups held the 
second objective.

> Reapportioriing the Georgia Legisla- 
ure and modifying or ending the county 
unit system are two basic reforms which 
must come if the state is to continue any 
pretense of representative government. 
The legislative committee now studying 
both problems is the first gesture toward 
recognizing these facts. 

Opposition to changing the unit sys- 
tem at the Tenth Congressional District 
hearings at Augusta yesterday came as 
no special surprise. Neither was it a 
surprise to see Roy Harris leading that 
parade. Roy is a county-unit operator. 
It was surprising, even gratifying, 
however, to see Mr. Harris energetically 
on the side of common sense in the mat- 
ter of strengthening the State Senate. 
It is no secret, especially to politicians, 
that the Senate is the weakest part of 
state government. All but one of its 54 
members are lame ducks on the day they 
are elected, restricted to one term by the 
rotation system. Before they even learn 
how to be a check on the House, they’re 
out of office. 

Mr. Harris proposes that each of the 
seven largest counties be given its own 
senatorial district and that other counties 
be grouped into senatorial districts of 
about 100,000 population. The rotation 
system would be ended. The number of 
senators would be reduced to about 35 
and it would be a continuing body. 
Such an arrangement vastly would 
improve the state’s General Assembly. 
Fulton County, of course, would con- 
tinue to be shortchanged in representa- 
tion but that of the whole state would 
be improved. The present inept upper 
house would gain some stature. 

There’s still the hitch, however, that 
in the senatorial groupi the county 
unit system might be applied. That auto- 
matically would reduce its effectiveness 
as a body truly reflecting the will of the 


people.

Khrushchev Confirms 
Space Military Threat 


Those who have been warning of 
the military implications of conquest of 
space had their words confirmed Wednes- 
day by Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


Using the reception for spaceman 
Maj. Gherman Titov as the occasion, 
Khrushchev said that Soviet scientists 
have proposed building a bomb with a 
yield of 100 million tons of TNT. He 
added they believe it can be launched 
successfully. He indicated it would be 
used against anyone who “attacked” the 
Soviet Union. 


Such a bomb conceivably could be put 
into orbit around the earth to terrorize 
and blackmail all countries. Success of 
the Titov orbit suggests the Russians 
could do the same with bombs. 


Khrushchev scornfully described this 
country’s space efforts in these words: 
“The Americans do_not launch. Their 
men only jump upward and fall into 
the ocean.” 

This is one more warning that the 
United States should step up its efforts 
in whatever manner necessary to over- 
take and surpass the Soviets in space.

He is forbidden by the Postdam agreement to 
close the sector border between East Berlin and West Berlin. But 
he can stanch the refugee exodus without violating any agreement 
if he closes the zone border between East Germany and Berlin. 

And if he doesn’t intend to try to grab Berlin, his unilateral 
border treaty with East Germany, which we won't recognize, will be 
a meaningless but face-saving sop to his puppet government.

Myths and Facts 
On Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON — Myth-making bedevils the 
great and somber issues in President Ken- 
nedy’s revised foreign aid program. Our na- 


tional insistence on pressing complicated questions into six-word 
slogans is a most dangerous habit here. All the truth simply cannot 
be put into a few words. And yet there is urgent need for public 


understanding of all the truth. 


This column is written by a 
man wholly in favor of the pro- 
gram, but it is intended to put 
all the main facts—on both sides 
—into the record. 

Myth—Foreign aid, though cost- 
ing us billions, has ‘‘made us no 
friends.”’” Fact—Foreign aid is in 
some ways wasteful at present; 
a plan te stop admitted waste is 
at the heart of the new bill. But 
it has made us many powerful 
friends—or, more exactly, it has 
enabled friends to remain effec- 
tive members of the free alliance. 

Myth—President Kennedy now 
struggles. with Congress over a 
lot of money. Fact—the real ar- 
gument is not over amount. It is 
over his request for authority .to 
make aid commitments to foreign 
countries running over five years, 
without having to come each 
year to Congress for new money. 

Myth—This is an effort to ‘‘by- 
pass Congress’’ in its constitution- 
al power to make all appropria- 
tions. Fact—this is, indeed, an 
attempt to bypass somebody, for 
a limited term of five years. But 
this somebody is not ‘‘Congress.’’ 
It is actually a single one of the 


several subcommittees of a single 
committee — that on appropria- 
tions in the House—which is, in 
turn, one of the thirty-odd major 
committees of Congress. 

Theoretically, all committees 
are under the thumb of Congress 
itself. But in reality not all are 
in genuine control and certainly 
not in the large and unwieldy 
House. What this single House 
subcommittee recommends will 
usually be what the House itself 
does. The total House member- 
ship cannot possibly know the 
endlessly detailed facts; in the 
end it must follow the subcommit- 
tee. 

And this subcommittee happens 
to be headed by a man, Rep. Otto 
Passman of Louisiana, who is 
hostile to all foreign aid. He has 
never actually been able to halt 
the program, true enough. 

But the position may be com- 
pared to one in which the presi- 
dent of a huge construction firm 
working on a five-year dam proj- 
ect must go each and every 12 
months to the bookkeeper to beg 
for enough money to finish a job 
which the bookkeeper never be- 
lieved in. 
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Ribicotf Considers 
Himself a Realist 


_ WASHINGTON—Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Abraham Ribicoff is no Don 
Quixote tilting at the windmills of social re- 


form. Before he took over what he calls “the department of contro- 
versy” he was a state legislator, a judge, a congressman and a 


governor of Connecticut. 


This long and varied political 
experience has left him with a 
lasting understanding of ‘‘the oth- 
er man’s point of view’’—a quality 
which is not appreciated by the 
reformers who keep trying to spur 
him on to more militant efforts 
on such controversial legislation 
as aid to education and medical 
car for the aged. 

“If it’s a defect in doing this 
job, then I've got it,” says the 


handsome and urbane Ribicoff, 


who was President Kennedy's 
first Cabinet appointment and 
who like his chief is slightly ill 
at ease in the presence of zealots. 

Ribicoff is at the moment being 
vigorously second guessed on his 
handling of the aid to education 
bill which failed to clear the 
House Rules Committee. 


Interviewed in his modest sized 
office at HEW, he was philosophi- 
cal about this setback to a major 
Kennedy measure. 

“In this business which is so 
diversified, one day you're a hero 
and one day you're a bum. Any- 
way, I'm disappointed but not dis- 
couraged about the education bill. 
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hoped will even please Rep. De- 
laney of New York, the Brook- 
lyn Democrat, an advocate of aid 
to parochial schools, who turned 
out to be the human roadblock in 
the House Rules Committee. 

Asked about the chances so 
late in the session, he said, ‘“‘You 
don’t think I’m doing this for 
exercise, do you.

Timbuktu is the chief town of a 
district in the Sudanese Repub- 
lic, northwest Africa. You know 
it better as Timbuctoo. The 
French spell it Tombouctou. It’s 
inland and nine miles from the 
River Niger. Often it is described 
as the place where “camel meets 
canoe,”” meaning the desert sand 
comes down to Niger water. 


In Timbuktu there is a central 
mosque and any rodents therein 
are known as mosque rats. 

The other town, Tucumcari, is 
in New Mexico, about 25 miles 
from Texas, on Route 66. It’s dry 
there, too, but Tucumcari is not 
as hot as Timbuktu. The encyclo- 
pedia devotes a full page to the 
African town but not a line to 
the one in New Mexico. 

Yet Tucumcari is bigger by 
1,000 population than Timbuktu, 
about 8,500 to 7,500. 

And the Tombigbee is a river 
in Mississippi and Alabama. 

I have seen the Tombigbee, but 
not Timbuktu and Tucumcari and 
am more likely to see the latter 
than the former.

Barrow Volcano 
Was Heap A gony 


Rei By BILL SHIPP 
Constitution State Editor 
_ .WINDER—The last active voleano east of the 
Mississippi River erupted in Barrow County in 1793, 
according to old .county records uncovered by a re- 
tired Methodist minister here. 


Traces of the volcano 


Pete Harris farm three miles southeast of Winder. 

. The voleano—described as a “‘lake of bubbling hot mud from 
Which issued sulphurous vapors’~—was used by the Creek Indians 
as a place of execution for “dangerous prisoners,” according to 
evidence found by the Rev. L. G. Marlin of Winder. 


BACK TO 1790s 


The Rev. Mr. Marlin says he found references to the volcanic 
area in numerous records dating back to the 1790s. But the best 
accounts of the ‘‘hot lake’’ came from the writings of G. J. N. 
Wilson, school commissioner of Jackson County. (His jurisdiction 


then included Barrow County. ) 


According to Wilson's records, the volcano was located on 


land owned by John Gassett. 


In about’ 1793, Wilson said, ‘The vapor ascended in a great 
clpud resembling a dense fog. There was a rumbling sound like 
distant thunder. The whole surface of bubbling mud arose in the 


air to a great height, darkening 
clear.”’ 


LAST ERUPTION 


That apparently was the last eruption. But the volcano left 


its mark. 


Pete Harris, who now owns the land, said he’s heard many 


stories about the old volcano, 


“But the only thing I know about it now is that it won't grow 
corn three feet tall. And a mule will mire up to his belly if he 
ever gets into the thing. It’s a waste of time to put fertilizer on 
that place. It’s just like cinders all the way across,’’ Harris says. 


FOUR ACRES SQUARE 


The volcanic area, about four acres square, is covered with 
briars and scrub pines. It is surrounded by four small hills, on 
which grow healthy timber, and a field of 12-foot-high corn cul- 


tivated by Harris, 


“I've plowed up bones all over this place,’’ Harris says.. ‘Once 
I even found a pair of brass knucks down by the old volcano.” 


According to the Rev. Marlin’s research, the Indians erected a 
shrine of ‘‘polished stone” on the edge of the volcanic lake. 


The shrine was called Nordoroc.

THREW INTO LAKE 


The Rev. Mr. Marlin writes that he found in old records 


evidence that: 


. “Officers corresponding to sheriffs ‘in Indian tribes) brought 
tieacherous criminal Indians of their tribe, or dangerous prisoners 
fiem other tribes and there threw them into the molten lake. 
Teath was almost instantaneous. It was the tribal method of ex- 
ecution. West of Nordoroc, about 50 paces away, was a triangular 
stone structure, each side 12 feet, by 8 feet high. In the side 
faeing the volcano was a window. The stone above this was well 


dressed. . 


' “There is’ evidence that some kind of ritual was observed 


here. ... The Shrine stood until 


Gilmer purchased the altar and moved it to his home in Lexing- 


ton, Georgia.” 


Almost everybody around here knows some strange tale 
about the old volcano, but its present owner, Pete Harris, is a 
little skeptical about most of the stories.

He sent it, circa 1945, en- 


titled “SHE BROKE THE

“The judge told us to give 
you a whipping, but we are the 
ones who should have it. We 
utterly failed to give you any 
idea of the right of private 
property, the right of a citizen 
to own things and keep them 
and cherish them without fear 
of having them destroyed. I 
am going to try to forget what 
you did because it reflects 
shamefully on me as a parent. 


“But from now on, you are 
on your own, because you are 
going to learn it all in one les- 
son. This is what it means to 
have your things broken and 
taken away. Now sit still and 
watch me.” 


“So, while the boy watched, 
the mother took a hammer from 
the drawer of the table and 
smashed his chemistry set. She 
poured out the bottles of chem- 
icals and broke the beaker. The 
baseball autographed by big 
league stars she covered with 
ink, obliterating the scrawling 
signatures of heroes. She took 
up the stamp album that had 
been cherished for years and 
tore out the pages, one by one. 
She reduced the pages to scraps 
and threw them into the waste- 
basket. She took the match book 
covers that were festooned on 
string from window to window 
and tore them up, one by one.

How to Get to Sleep? 
Here’s a Good System, 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. | 


Dear Dr. Molner: Your fe- 
cent remarks about a person 
who was unable to sleep inter- 
ested me. I went through a 
long period of sleeplessness. 
Reading, crossword puzzles, 
etc., finally tired me but they 
cut down on hours of sleep. 


Through an article on relaz- 
ation I learned to rest at odd 
moments, even in noisy, crowd- 
ed surroundings, by the prac- 
tice of withdrawing myself, 
‘shutting my mind off.’ Promi- 
nent persons do this. 


I began using this principle 
at night. I reasoned with my- 
self thus: “These worries can 
wait until morning. I can’t do 
anything about them tonight 
anuway. After I am rested I 
can cope with them better any- 
way.” 


It takes some practice but it 
works.—Mrs. S.L.S. 


Thank you, and I suspect your 
method will work for just about 
anyone — anyone, that is, who 
will read your last sentence. 
Usually people who have trouble 
sleeping are by nature impatient 
and want results right away. 


That’s why so many of them 
demand sleeping pills or insist on 
some other remedy that will work 
immediately. 

Reading, crossword puzzles and 
the like often help—but not al- 
ways. Sleep is a matter of relax- 
ing, just as you say in your letter. 

Hard work during the day pre- 
pares the body ready to relax. 
The same is not necessarily true 
of the mind. “Heavy” reading 
often brings relaxation rather 
quickly — you just get tired of 
the intricate thinking the book de- 
mands. 


On the other hand, if you hap- 
pen to like crossword puzzles or 
if you get into a book that en- 
grosses you so you “can’t put it 
down,” the result is your mind 
does not relax and you may even 
stay awake reading even though 
you are so physically weary you 
can hardly keep your eyes open. 


The same thing can be true if 
you aren’t doing anything except 
lying awake and thinking. If your 
mind keeps racing it certainly 
isn’t relaxing — and you won't go 
to sleep. 

Learning to relax deliberately 
takes some practice but it is well 
worth it. Once learned, it be 
comes a habit.

There are different causes of 
epilepsy: Old or new injuries, in- 
fections and in some cases they 
are now known.

Since causes vary, there also 
can be differences in factors which 
induce attacks. Hypoglycemia 
(low blood sugar) sometimes can, 
and in such cases regularity of 
eating and maintaining a high- 
protein diet are helpful. Exces- 
sive tobacco or alcohol and lack 
of sufficient rest can conceivably 
be harmful.
